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CONDOMINIUM DEVELOPMENT TRENDS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Summary and Introduction 

In the 1970s, condominiums became increasingly popular as places of 
residence and as investments. Developers created several hundred 
condominium units per year by converting existing apartment buildings, 
adapting nonresidental buildings, or building new structures. By 1979, 
the rate of development reached over one thousand units per year, with a 
peak of 3,300 in 1981. Thereafter, the rate of condominium development 
receded, yet the level of conversion was still high: developers 
registered an estimated 1,750 condominium units in 1983. 

As of June 30, 1983, the stock of condominiums totalled 13,490 
units or about 5.5 percent of the housing stock. 

Several trends in condominium development were evident by mid-1983. 
In the 1970s, Back Bay-Beacon Hill led a surge of development that 
barely reached ateaide of the central areas of Boston. In the 1980s, 
condominium development began to spread from the downtown to surrounding 
neighborhoods. Allston-Brighton has added the most condominium units 
since 1980, and Fenway-Kenmore, West Roxbury, Jamaica Plain and the 
South End each had large and growing condominium stocks by mid-1983. 

In terms of size, large projects of 25 units or more (both larger 
buildings and groups of smaller buildings) became more numerous in the 
1980s. 

This report is a partial update of "Condominium Development in 
Boston" (prepared by Bonnie Heudorfer for the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, September, 1980). The first of five sections describes the 


phases of development in Boston from 1969 to 1983. Section II presents 
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development by neighborhood (planning districts, census tract districts, 
wards and electoral districts). Then, brief discussions of market 
trends (Section III) and implications for Boston renters (IV) are 
followed by descriptions of the data and analytic methods (V). The 


appendix contains a complete list of condominium cases recorded from 


1969 to mid-1983. 
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I. CONDOMINIUM DEVELOPMENT PHASES IN BOSTON 


Boston's stock of condominium units reached 13,490 by mid-year 1983 
(see Table Des Eight thousand, or 60 percent of those units, were 
recorded in the years 1980-1982. That surge and peak in condominium 
conversion and construction were preceded by pioneering, consolidation 
and resurgence phases and followed by a tapering off in 198300) 

The pioneering phase (1969-1973) was characterized by conversion of 
older, high quality rental units in the Back Bay and Beacon Hill. 
Development amounted to 876 units (6 percent of the current condominium 
stock). In 1973, condominium development just began to move into the 
North End/Waterfront area. 

The consolidation phase (1974-1977) brought a slower pace of 
condominium conversions, but a diversity of stock and expansion beyond 
the Back Bay-Beacon Hill area that dominated the pioneering phase. 
Conversions expanded into the South End, Fenway, the North 
End/Waterfront, and the north slope of Beacon Hill. Conversions in this 
phase included lodging houses and recycled hotels, warehouses and 
schools. In the downtown area, many condominiums were modestly priced, 
including former rental units that were sold "as is" to tenants or to 
new buyers. The first case of construction of condominiums occurred in 


Jamaica Plain in that period. 


The latest condominium count for this study ends on June 30, 1983. 
An estimate for calendar year 1983 (1,750 units) is based on data 
compiled by Condex, Inc.

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During the resurgence phase (1978-1979), conversions, adaptive 
reuse and new construction accelerated. In 1979, neighborhoods other 
than Back Bay-Beacon Hill had increasing shares of condominium 
development. Conversions of apartments and lodging houses in the South 
End, including St. Botolph Street, increased dramatically. 

To summarize the last four years of activity (1980-1983), 
condominium development surged to a peak in 1981, then began to level 
off in 1982 and 1983. In 1981, the City recorded over 200 developments, 
amounting to 3,379 units or one-fourth of the current stock. Every one 
of fifteen neighborhoods had condominium developments in that year, led 
by Allston-Brighton, Back Bay-Beacon Hill, the Downtown, and 
Fenway-Kenmore (see Table 2). 

In 1982 and 1983, the pace of condominium development slackened as 
mortgage interest rates soared and sales declined. Yet, 1982 was second 
only to 1981 in number of units, and development in 1983 exceeded the 
level recorded in 1979. Geographic dispersion continued as conversions 
reached annual highs in 1982 in East Boston, Charlestown, South Boston 
and the South End. 

In terms of size of condominium developments, the median number of 
units per case. increased from six (as of mid-year 1980) to seven (as of 
mid-year 1983). Large projects in the 1980s also pushed the mean number 
of units per case from 13.0 at the end of 1980 to 15.2 at the end of 
June, 1983. Condominium cases with over ten units make up 54 percent of

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all cases in the City. However, in terms of units, 56 percent of ail 
units in the City are in condominiums that have 25 or more units. 

The median floor area of the current stock (based on the sample) is 
850 square feet. In comparison, single-family homes typically have 


1,800 square feet of floor area and apartments, on average, range from 


600 to 1,200 square feet. 
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II. CONDOMINIUM DEVELOPMENT BY NEIGHBORHOOD 


By mid-1983, one-half of the City's condominium units were in the 
Back Bay-Beacon Hill and Central (Downtown, North End/Waterfront) areas 
(see Table 3). Allston-Brighton ranked third with 22 percent of the 
units, followed by Fenway-Kenmore (9 percent). The other 19 percent of 
the City's units were dispersed in the eleven remaining neighborhoods 


(planning districts). The following neighborhood descriptions refer to

Back Bay-Beacon Hill (Planning District 5) 

The Back Bay-Beacon Hill planning district has been a prime area 
for condominium conversions. At the end of 1977, two-thirds of the 
City's condominium units were located in this district. As development 
expanded to other neighborhoods, Back Bay-Beacon Hill's share fell to 3l 
percent as of mid-1983. The development peak in this district occurred 
in 1979, while most other neighborhoods peaked in 1981 or 1982. In 
fact, only 42 percent of the units were recorded after 1979, in contrast 
to 66 percent for the City as a whole. Over one-half of the 
condominiums in this district are in five- to ten-unit buildings. 
Typically, conversion of buildings has proceeded one building at a time. 
However, one of the City's largest developments, the River House (220 
units-1982) is located in this district. 

Condominium units in Back Bay-Beacon Hill are located mainly on 
Beacon Street, Commonwealth Avenue and Marlborough Street with clusters 


on Charles, Chestnut, Gloucester, Mt. Vernon, Myrtle, Pinckney and 


Revere Streets.

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Allston-Brighton (Planning District 8) 

Condominium development in Allston-Brighton became active in 1979 
and led the City from 1980 to 1982. In fact, 87 percent of the units 
were recorded after 1979 compared to two-thirds citywide. This district 
has several large conversion projects. The median number of units per 
case is 24, and 28 percent of the cases consist of five or more 
buildings. The Town Estates Condominium (352 units converted from 
apartments) was the largest in the City in 1980. Much of the 


development has taken place along Commonwealth Avenue. 


Central (Planning District 4) 

Much of the early condominium development took place in the 
downtown, North End and Waterfront areas. The Central district 
accounted for 20 percent of the City's condominium stock as of mid-1983. 
Large scale development in the Waterfront area pushed the district to a 
peak (656 units) in 1982 and to a large share (48 percent) of the City's 
total units in the first half of 1983. As for the size of development, 
the Central district is similar to the Back Bay-Beacon Hill area. 
One-half of all cases consist of two or more buildings. The most common 
addresses are Commercial, Fulton, Hancock, Salem and Temple Streets. 

The City's largest developments (Harbor Towers, 624 units (1981-1982) 


and Tremont-on-the-Common, 374 units (1983)) are in this district. 


Fenway-Kenmore (Planning District 7) 
Nine out of ten of this district's condominium units were developed 
after 1979. By mid-1983, Fenway-Kenmore had nearly 9 percent of all 


units in the City. Like the Central district, in Fenway-Kenmore the

median number of units per case is seven, and 41 percent of all cases 
have five- to ten-units. The majority of this district's condominium 


units are located on Bay State Rd., Commonwealth Ave., the Riverway and 


St. Botolph Street. 


West Roxbury (Planning District 13) 

Nine large condominium projects, totalling 571 units, placed this 
district fifth among all districts by mid-1983. These were both large 
buildings and multiple addresses, the largest projects being former 


garden apartments on Broadlawn Park and Washington Street. 


Jamaica Plain (Planning District 9) 

After intermittent condominium development in the 1970s, 
conversions peaked in 1980 and 1981 with 293 units (or 60 percent of the 
current district total). Although one-half of the cases involved twelve 
units or less, the mean number of units per case was 22 due to 
conversions of large buildings and multiple addresses. Development 
nearly stalled in the district in 1982 and the first half of 1983. The 
most common addresses for condominiums are Centre Street and the 


Jamaicaway. 


South End (Planning District 6) 
Conversions in the South End have been fairly steady since 1979, 
but have not reached 100 in any one year. Only six of the district's 82 


cases involved ten or more units, and the largest single case was twenty 


units in four buildings. 
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The district is characterized by small, single-building 
conversions, including a number of boarding houses. Condominiums are 


located mostly on Appleton, Chandler, Dartmouth and Tremont Streets and 


Concord Square and Union Park. 


South Boston (Planning District 3) 

Condominium development in this district started in 1978 with 
modest activity until 1982. In that year, South Boston recorded 146 
units, nearly one-half of the mid-1983 total. Yet, only one small 
project appeared in the first half of 1983. The sizes of developments 
in this district varied from three units in one building to 88 units at 


ten addresses. 


Dorchester (Planning District 11) 

This district has had little condominium development except for 
1981 when 192 units, or three-fourths of the current total, were 
recorded. One-half of the buildings are located on Adams Street, but 
the others are spread in a variety of locations. The condominium 
projects range in size from three units to forty units. Most of the 


units in this district were converted from apartments built in the late 


1960s. 


Mattapan-Franklin Field (Planning District 15) 
All of this district's 152 condominium units were developed in 
1980-1982 in only thirteen buildings in scattered locations. There was 


no activity in the first half of 1983 in this district. 
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Roslindale (Planning District 12) 

Five large buildings (12-36 units) have been converted to 
condominiums in this district, starting in 1979. These were garden 
apartments constructed in the late 1960s. The City recorded no 


conversions in Roslindale in the first half of 1983. 


Charlestown (Planning District 2) 

Starting in 1979, 26 small buildings (nine units or less) have been 
converted into 93 condominium units. The buildings were similar to 
those in the South End and Back Bay-Beacon Hill districts. The 
locations were diverse except for groups of six buildings on Main Street 


and five on Monument Square. 


East Boston (Planning District 1) 
Condominium development finally reached East Boston in 1981. The 
condominium stock as of mid-1983 consisted of 743 units in 24 small (six 


units or less) buildings. 


Hyde Park (Planning District 14) 
Condominium development in Hyde Park consisted of two buildings 


converted in 1980 and 1981. These were garden apartments constructed in 


the late 1960s. 


Roxbury (Planning District 10) 


Only one small building was converted to a condominium in Roxbury 


in 1981. 
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This analysis also tracked condominium development by Census Tract 
District (Table 4), Electoral District (Table 5) and Ward (Table 6). 

The Census Tract breakdown (Table 4) is similar to the Planning 
District results. Back Bay-Fenway had over 4,000 condominium units, 
followed by Allston-Brighton with 2,900 and Waterfront-North End with 
1,800. Beacon Hill-West End and South End-Central Business District 
each had over 1,000 units by mid-1983. The fewest condominiums were 
found in Mission Hill-Roxbury (122 units), Charlestown (93), East Boston 
(73) and Dorchester (56). According to this census geography, the 
greatest conversion activity in a single year occurred in 1981 in 
Allston-Brighton where developers registered 1,060 condominium units. 
The nine electoral districts (Table 5) offer different configurations, 
but reiterate the dominance of Back Bay-Beacon Hill and Allston-Brighton 
in condominium development. In brief, Electoral District 8 (Back 
Bay-Beacon Hill-Fenway-Mission Hill) recorded the most condominium units 
in every year except 1980 when Electoral District 9 (Allston-Brighton) 
led the districts and the first half of 1983 when Electoral District l 
(E. Boston-Charlestown-North End) outpaced the others. Over the history 
of condominium development, Electoral District 8 accounted for 44 
percent of all units, followed by Electoral District 9 (22 percent) and 
Electoral District 2 (South Boston-South End--12 percent. Electoral 
District 1 and Electoral District 6 (Jamaica Plain-West Roxbury) each 
had over 1,000 units over the period. 

Boston's 22 wards offer another geographic breakdown of condominium 
development (see Table 6). Three wards (3, 5 and 21) accounted for over 


9,500 condominium units (71 percent of the current City total). At the

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other extreme, three wards (12, 14 and 17) had no condominium 
development as of mid-1983. 

Note that the investory of condominium units does not include 
"cooperatives" or "co-ops". A co-op is one taxable property with two or 
more households, each paying a share to the co-op. The practice is not 


widespread in Boston, but it may be worth monitoring in the future. 
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III. MARKET TRENDS 


The observed patterns of condominium development in Boston-- 
notably, the early concentration in parts of the Back Bay-Beacon Hill 
area, the acceleration of conversions after 1977, and the geographic 
expansion of activity from areas closest to the downtown to outlying 
neighborhoods--are related to real estate market forces. At the peak of 
condominium development, market conditions were most favorable for 
conversions and sales. Primarily, owners of rental housing, in many 
cases, could receive greater return on investment through condominium 
development. Condominium conversion may benefit rental housing 
suppliers in two ways. First, conversion shortens the length of the 
investment commitment. An owner of rental stock could sell condominium 
units when market conditions were suitable and avoid rental market 
fluctuations and uncertainties over the long term. Second, conversion 
gives a building owner a more valuable building, without considering 
renovation. That is, an apartment building owner could sell all the 
units "as is" as condominiums for more than he or she could sell the 
unconverted apartment building. 

Market conditions during 1978-1981 were favorable for buyers of 
condominium units as well. Real mortgage interest rates (nominal rates 
adjusted for inflation) were low until 1982 (see Table 7). The tapering 
off of development in 1982 and 1983 reflects, to a large extent, the 
higher real mortgage rates that discouraged potential buyers. 

Although condominiums have been investments rather than homes for 
some buyers, 85 percent of all condominium units are occupied by the 


owners in 1980.+ That percentage may have decreased during the flurry

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of conversions in 1981 and after, but data are not available to confirm 
such a trend. 

In addition, a demographic shift in Boston in the 1970s toward 
smaller households and more young adults meant that plenty of buyers 
were available for small, good quality units that were convenient to the 
downtown. These shifts were most pronounced in Back Bay-Beacon Hill, 
Allston-Brighton, Central, Fenway-Kenmore and the South End. Population 
increased in four of these five planning districts during the 1970s, and 
households were considerably smaller than in other neighborhoods. While 
the other neighborhoods have a mean number of persons per household 
varying from 2.5 to 3.03, these five districts have a mean household 
size ranging from 1.5 to i ee Census data also show that these 
smaller households are comprised of significantly fewer families and a 
much younger population than the rest of Boston. For example, while the 
population between ages 25 and 34 in Boston has grown by 35 percent 
between 1970 and 1980, the increase in the South End was 107 percent; 83 
percent in Back Bay-Beacon Hill; 72 percent in Central; and 78 percent 
in Aidston—Brighton. * Also, the percentage of households comprised of 
families is far lower in these districts than in the other 
neighborhoods: 53.3 percent of all Boston households are families, but 
only 15 percent to 39 percent of households in the five "condominium" 
districts are families.” To characterize the highly converted 
neighborhoods, households are smaller, younger, less family-structured, 


and usually more affluent.

IMPLICATIONS FOR BOSTON RENTERS 


Tenants are in a bind in Boston. Condominium conversion in the 
City removed about 9,800 rental units from the market from 1969 through 
1983. About 72 percent of those rental units (7,000) were moderately 
priced.” Therefore, conversions contribute to a tightening supply of 
rental units and a low vacancy rate (2.46 percent in the Fall of 1983) .° 
The natural attrition of housing and little new construction also 
tighten the rental housing market. The tight market implies higher 
rents, and high real mortgage interest rates discourage the new 
construction of rental units that could expand supply. Even if real 
mortgage rates fall, other market forces impede new construction, 
especially of moderately-priced rental units. Furthermore, lower real 
mortgage rates would boost demand for condominium units, accelerate 
conversion, and therefore, eliminate more rental units from the City's 
stock. 

These trends present disconcerting news for renters in all 
neighborhoods. The lower- and moderate-income renters, in particular, 
who cannot compete with the relatively more affluent renters now in the 
market for housing, may lose the most. The poorest renters have already 
been hit hard due to substantial conversion of lodging houses into 
condominiums and other uses. In 1970, there were about 12,000 licensed 
rooming house units in Boston; in 1983, that number had fallen to 3,100. 

Based on a sample; see Section V. In the sample, 64 percent of all 


condominium units were converted from rental units, and 46 percent 
of the units were converted from moderately priced rental housing. 
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A recent survey in Boston found that 42 percent of the homeless now 
attribute their lack of available and arcorcayte shelter to real estate 
problems and poverty.’ 

The outlook for moderate- to lower-income households seems just as 
bleak in the wake of massive cuts in federal housing assistance. Boston 
renters have relied heavily on federally-assisted housing programs. In 
fact, as of 1980 nearly three-quarters of the City's households were 
eligible for Section 8 assistance, the major federal renter assistance 
program.© More than one out of every five renters in Boston received 
housing subsidies in some form (public housing, rent subsidies, etc.). 
Under the Reagan Administration, however, Boston has suffered an 84 
percent cut in Section 8 funds, from approximately $8.9 million in 
FY1981 to $1.4 million in FY1984.° The Reagan Administration's 
alternative has been a small, unsuccessful "voucher" or allowance system 
in which households compete on the open market for existing housing. 
The shortcomings of that program are especially evident in Boston. 
Here, the costs and risks of constructing private, moderately-priced 
rental housing units outweigh the "voucher" program's weak incentives 
for private construction. 

The previous study (Bonnie Heudorfer) presented findings on 
displacement of residents who rented apartments that were converted to 
condominiums. However, a new analysis is beyond the scope of this 
report. Surveys and extensive searches through City records would be 
necessary to determine the extent of displacement in Boston in recent 


years. 
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V. DATA AND METHODS 


The condominium list presently in the Appendix consists of 
information on all condominiums converted or created in Boston since 
1969, when the first unit was built. This data was compiled from the 
City's Assessing Department and entered into a computer file. The list 
is coded by assessor number, number of units per case, year of deed 
filing, ward, precinct, electoral district, census tract, and planning 
district, using the Boston's Streets guide and the Boston House Numbers 
by Census Tracts manual. 

Since there are now over 13,000 condominiums in Boston, inspection 
of each unit was beyond the means of this study team. Therefore, the 
analysis took a sample of 130 units that were randomly selected to be 
representative of the entire stock of Boston's condominiums. The 
stratified random sampling of units by planning district and by year 
provided a means to observe trends. The strata were planning districts 
1-4; 5; 6-7; 9-11; and 8. The sample size of 130 units ensured that 
each grouping had at least 30 units, a large enough number to secure an 
accurate representation of the data set. We did not include planning 
districts 12-15 because condominium activity in these districts was not 
significant enough to draw reliable conclusions about the data. 

In calculating sales prices and square footage measurements, we 
again used City assessing records in addition to Banker and Tradesman's 
Condo Sales Directory (published by Warren Publishing Company, 1984). 
We computed median values to prevent distortions in the data that would 
have otherwise occurred due to a small number of very large condominium 


developments (e.g., Harbor Towers). Turnover rates were calculated by 
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dividing the number of units resold in a given period by the number of 
units in existence during that period. The number of buildings per case 
was obtained from the entire population of cases, assuming that each 
address number represents one building. For example, "130-132 Emerson 


St." was counted as two buildings.
